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OUR ENGLISH CORRESPONDENCE. 
Lonpon, July 1, 1869. 

I nAveE to record the death of two ripe and pro- 
found scholars, whose reputation probably has never 
extended far beyond the circle of scholars like them- 
selves. James Henthorne Todd was born at Dublin 
in 1805, the son of Dr. C. H. Todd, who was in his 


day an eminent surgeon of the Irish capital. J. H. | 


Todd early gave evidence of intellectual attain- 
ments; he was the most brilliant student of his 
class in Trinity College, Dublin, where he graduated 
in 1828 or 1829. He was in 183] elected toa fellow- 
ship in the same college. He soon attracted atten- 
tion by his writings, which were chiefly of a con- 
troversial character ; some of these his earliest efforts 
are still remembered by readers of the class to which 
they were addressed. I may mention among them 
his “ Memoir of St. Patrick’s Life and Mission ;” 
“Discourses on the Prophecies relating to Anti- 
Christ:;” “The Search after Infallibility and his 
Anti-Christ” (the Donnellian lecture at Trinity 
College). He likewise edited “The Last Age of 
the Church,” “ The Apology for Lollard Doctrines,” 
and other works of John Wycliff. He now turned 
his attention to editing some of the unpublished 
MSS. relating to ancient Irish history ; for instance, 
“The Martyrology of Donegal,” and “ The Book of 
Hymns of the Ancient Church of Ireland.” The 
Master of the Rolls confided to him the editing of 
MSS. in the libraries of Trinity College, Dublin, and 
of Brussels, which gave an account of the wars of 
the Danes and Norsemen, published by Messrs. 
Triibner & Co. (you know they publish all the 
Record Publications) under the title, “‘The War 


of the Gaedhil with the Gaill,” or ‘“* The Invasions | 
of Ireland by the Danes and other Norsemen.” | 


Dr. Todd accompanied the MSS. with a translation. 
He is considered the founder of the Irish Archzo- 
logical Society, and he contributed many valuable 
papers to the Royal Irish Academy’s Transactions. 
He was elected a Senior Fellow of Trinity College 
in 1850; he filled the chair of Regius Professor of 
Divinity ; he was librarian of the University and 
treasurer of St. Patrick’s Cathedral. He had many 
warm friends in this city and in Dublin. He was 
generally respected and beloved. 

Edward Greswell was born about 1797, at all 
events he took his degree at the Easter Term of 
1815, standing in the high rank of a double first. 


He was elected a Fellow and became a tutor of | 


Corpus Christi College. In 1852 he published his 
most important, if not his first work, ‘“‘ Fasti Tem- 


poris Catholici,” in 5 vols. 8vo. with tables in 4to. | 


In 1854 he published “ Origines Kalendariz Italice”’ 
in 4 vols. 8vo. In 1862 he published “ Origines 
Kalendariz Hellenice” in 6 vols. 8vo. These works 
display immense research. They were issued from 
the University Press. About twelve months since 
the Rev. Edward Greswell had a stroke of paralysis, 
and since then his strength has gradually waned. 
He was at his death one of the oldest residents of 
Oxford. 

I ought perhaps to mention the death of Lord 
Stanley, of Alderley. He was ason of Maria Josepha 
Holroyd, the “ Maria” of Gibbon’s correspondence. 
Gibbon’s remains lie, I need scarcely say, in her 
family burial-place in Fletching, Sussex.

He is considered to be the first 
Latin scholar in England. . . . Theannual festival 
of St. Paul’s School (where Milton and Marlborough 
were educated) was celebrated for the 360th time, 
the 16th instant. The festival is called “ Apposi- 
tion-Day.’’ I read, the other day, in one of our 
newspapers, this explanation of the expression: 
“ The term ‘ appose’ is strictly classical as applied 
to these annual periods of examination ; for, in the 
reign of Elizabeth, Campion, in his conference with 
Fulke and Goade, exclaims, ‘You come to appose 
me as if I were a scholier in the Grammar Schoole.’ 
The term is to be found in ‘Mr. Pepys’s Diary,’ 
nearly a century later: ‘I rose early this morning 
and looked over and corrected my brother John’s 
speech, which he is to make at the next ‘ Apposi- 
tion’ (Jan. 9, 1660). Went to Paul’s school, it be- 
ing ‘ Apposition-Day’ there. I heard some of their 
speeches, and they were just as school-boys’ used 
to be; but I think not so good as ours were in our 
time. Back again to Paul’s school, and went to 
see the head-forms ‘posed’ in Latin, Greek, and 
Hebrew. Dr. Wilkins and Outram were examiners 
(Feb. 4, 1662).’ The term still survives in the 
name of ‘posers,’ by which the examiners are 
known at Winchester and elsewhere. The meaning 
of the term, however, has undergone in three cen- 
turies a slight modification ; for now, instead of the 
annual ‘apposition’ in its process, we witnessed it 
in its results—the distribution of prizes, the recita- 
tion of prize poems and essays and some dramatic 
performances and recitations.” . . . The statistics 
of the book trade at Leipsic show an enormous in- 
crease. In 1789 only 355 works were published at 
Leipsic ; in 1859 no less than 1582 works were 
published there, and it is stated one-sixth of all 
German works is published in Leipsic. “ Garten- 
laube” (a weekly periodical) has a circulation of 
280,000 copies, and several other periodicals pub- 
lished there have an equally wide circulation. 
1282 German publishers or booksellers have agents 
at Leipsic. During the Fairevery part of Germany 
is represented on the Book Exchange by some pub- 
lisher or bookseller. In 1868 tio less than 3,500,- 
000 thalers changed hands on the Easter settling 
day and it is reckoned $5,000,000 in gold would 
scarcely cover the total amount of business done 
in Leipsic. The city now contains 47 printing 
offices, which give employment to 1000 men, 450 
women, and 300 apprentices ; 100 binders’ shops, 
which give employment to 400 binders and 160 
apprentices.

The annual visit to the Greenwich Observatory 
has taken place. The Astronomer Royal reports 
the buildings in tolerable order; the chronometer- 
room is now provided with a sufficient number of 
tables, with a spacious chronometer-oven (whose 
heat may be adjusted easily and accurately), with 
a suitable railed out-house for chronometers to be 
exposed to the open air. The library is represented 
as being extremely valuable for physical subjects 
generally, and especially for astronomy, magnetism, 
meteorology, and optics. The calculations of the 
seven-year catalogue (which include the results of 
all observations taken from 1861 to 1867), will 
soon be in the printer’s hands. One of the as- 
tronomers is examining the reductions of Bradley’s 
first series of observations. It is hoped five or six 
temporary stations will be organized to observe the 
transits of Venus.

The establishment | 
was taxed to the utmost, and Atlantic City was 
amazed to see what the “ Ledger’’ could do when 
its energies are tested. The landlord and his assist- 
ants did their best, and the party enjoyed them- 
selves with great zest. To give the multitude re- 
freshments, a huge silver punch bowl, kindly 
loaned by the Grand Commandery of the Sons of 
Malta, and capable of holding nearly a barrel of 
liquid, had been carried down. From this during 

the day two hundred and sixty gallons of iced 
lemonade were dispensed, whilst two hundred 
quarts of ice cream were furnished the party. 

Dinner was served in the large dining-hall, the 
ladies and children being provided for first, the 
rest afterwards, and for several hours the party 
were engaged in dining by relays. Hundreds took 
a bath in the ocean; others promenaded on the 
beach; others sat on the comfortable veranda and 
enjoyed the fine music, the cool breeze, and the 
excellent view of the sea it afforded. Some drove 
round the city and along the shore in carriages. 
When the rush for dinner had somewhat abated, 
a partition was set up in the great dining hall 
and there was dancing, in which a large number 
engaged until the time to go home. The day 
was so fine, the air so refreshing, and everything 
80 pleasant, that the people reluctantly turned their 
faces towards the returning train as night came on. 

At seven o'clock the locomotive whistles sum- 
moned the party back to the train, and the bathers 
and dancers hurried to the cars. The bands, of 
which one was attached to the house, played 
merrily, and by half-past seven all were aboard. 
The engines dragged the great party back, and the 
engineers made excellent time, so that at ten 
o’clock the cars again came into Camden, singing 
and general hilarity prevailing along the entire 
line. Two ferry-boats were waiting, and all were 
taken aboard, and by half-past ten landed at Vine 
Street wharf. Thence they went home, the Marley 
Mill hands having a good supper provided for them 
at the Baltimore depot, and leaving there at half- 
past eleven, arrived safely at their destination at 
half-past two yesterday morning. Sound was the 
sleep of the “ Ledger” people that night, and yester- 
day morning, awaking refreshed, they went to work 
with a will to prepare the paper of to-day. 

No accident happened to any one of the party. 
No one was intoxicated. There was no disturb- 
ance; no trouble; no quarrels at night, and no 
headaches in the morning. It was a temperance 
health-giving excursion, enjoyed by all who took 
part in it, and was the proper way to spend a holi- 
day, a man spending it in sober, rational enjoy- 
ment, in the company of his wife and children. 
Many of the party, especially the agents and their 
families, came from great distances; from Pitts- 
burg, Altoona, Harrisburg, Wilmington, Trenton, 
Elkton, and the principal cities and towns of New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania, Maryland, and Delaware. It 
was a gay and happy party, and those who partici- 
pated in it will long remember the “ Public Ledger 
Excursion to the Sea, on Independence Day, 1869.”
